Surprise to Everybody. 
The announcement that the drum and 


bugle corps had ceased,to exist came,

the board of firemasters, to whom the 
announcement was made by Fire Chief 
Cummings. Instantly there were ex- 
pressions of regret from every mem- 


ber present. 


A special meeting of the board had) 
been called to consider a communica- | 


tion from the Atlanta, Federation of 
Trades. In this the federation asked 
that the drum and bugle corps be al- 
lowed to participate in the Labor dav 
parade. Chief Cummings was present, 
and asked to be allowed to make a 
statement. 
Criticised by Musicians. 

He began by announcing that the 
members of the drum and bugle corps 
have decided to never again appear as 
an organization. Since the complaint 
lodged against the organization by the 
local lodge of American Federation of 
Musicians, the members of the corps 
have been considering disbanding, so 
the chief stated, and have recently 
taken this step. 

The local musicians’ union, it will be 
remembered, sent a communication to 
the general council, complaining that 
the drum and bugle corps were work-' 
ing in competition with them, thus 
depriving them of engagements. The 
specific case in question was the trip 
of the corps to Washington to take 
part in the lest presidential inaugural 
parade. The communication to tne

_ ground that the firemen are paid to 


stay in Atlanta and fight’ fire,. not to 
make trips over the country as ee 
cians. 
Drum Corps Insulted. 
In speaking of this communication 
and this manifest hostility on the part 
of the local musicians’ union, Chief 


~ Cummings stated that, after each ap- 


pearance on the streets recently, mem- 
bers of the corps returned to head- 
quarters with reports of insults which 
had been cast at them by not only mem- 
bers of the musicians’ union, but mem- 
bere of numerous other unions.

GIRL MURDERED 
IN GRAVEYARI 


Evidence That Assault 
Preceded the Murder. 


Boay of the Girl Was Crudely 
Buried in Effort to Conceai 
Crime --- Condition | of Body 
Shows Girl Fought Desper- 
ately for Life and Honor.

Rochester, N._ Y., 
Anna Schumacher, the 17-year-old gir! 
whose body was found today crudély 
buried in Holy Sepulchre cemetery, 
was choked and beaten to death after 
being criminally assaulted is the con- 
clusion based on the autopsy held to- 
day by Coroner Henry Kleindienst. Al- 
though the authorities believe they 
have a clue to the murderer, traced 
through a broken spade found near 
the grave of the victim, who is gullty 
of the crime is a matter of vaguest 
speculation. 

Man Under Suspicion. 

The strange actions of a man. dis- 
cevered at the scene of the murder by 
an employee of the cemetery late to- 
day directed the suspicion toward 
him, and for a time gave promise that 
an arrest would be made, but he made 
his escape, and his identity is un- 
known. A description of the man was 
given to the police. F 

For a time suspicion Wags directed 
toward an employee of St. Bernard’s 
seminary, which is near the cemetery, 
but the seminary authorities disposed 
of this in a statement today. It was 
learned that this suspect had been ill 
so that he was compelled to relinquish 
his home for three days. Some of the 
police assert that they have clues thac 
indicate that the guilty person is not 
a tramp, that he probably is now in 
this city, and that an arrest is prob- 
able in a day or two. 

The broken spade was found near a 
deserted pump house near the lonely 
Spot were the girl’s hody was hidden. 
It was taken from a pig pen at St. 
Bernard’s seminary, ang its use lends 
plausibility to the belier that the mur- 
derer was familiar with the locality. 

She Made Desperate Struggie. 

The autopsy emphasized the bru- 
tality of the crime. The body was in 
a pitiable condition—the head @face, 
chest, arms and hands were covered 
with bruises and scratches; the bone 
that supports the tongue, the hyoid, 
was fractured when the assailant 
choked his victim; the body was cov- 
ered with blood, and the hair was full 
of dirt and leaves, indicating that 
the body was dragged ‘some distance. 
Part of the clothing had been re. 
moved. Every eircumstance indicates 
that the girl, who was of vigorous 
physique,’ made a desperate struggle to 
save her honor and her life. 

The inquest into the death will begin 
tomorrow. In the meantime, the city, 
county and town authorities are bend- 
ing every effort to apprehend the mur- 
derer. 

Miss Schumacher left her home Sat- 
urday morning to place flowers in the 
family lot at the Catholic cemetery. 
When she did not feturn at night 
member& of her family were alarmed. 
A search was instituted, which Was 
kept up until the finding of her body 
today by two officers, about a hundred 


feet outside ie of the cemetery limits. .

The woman was shot twice and stab- 
bed twice with a stiletto, and died be- 
fore the police got there. Th hus- 
band was shot twice also and proba- 
bly will die. A revolver dud a knife 
were found near the sofa where the 
woman lay dead, and another revolver 
was found behind the husband. The 
scene gave mute testimony of'a terrible 
duel, 

Spizzirri turned on his side when the 
police finally broke into the room with 
a large sledge hammer and tore a let- 
ter, which wag on the floor by his 
side, into bits before he could be stop- 
ped. This letter was in Italian, and 
will be translated to solve the mys- 
tery. It Is thought that Spizzirri was 
jealous of his wife. 


GREEK BANNER 
DOWN IN CRETE 


Protest of European Pow- 
ers Proves Effective. 


Greece Replies to Turkey, Dis- 
claiming Any Desire to Cause 
Trouble---The Powers Advise 
Turkey to Be Moderate in 
Her Demands. 


Canea, Island of Crete, August 9.— 
The Greek flag, which was run up 
over the fortress and the Cretan mili- 
tary barracks here on July 27, the day 
after the evacuation of the island by 
the international troops, was lowered 
today, as a result of the protests of 


the four protecting powers. 
Greece Replied to Turkey. 

Athens, August 9,—-The Greek gov- 
ernment today handed to the Turki8Sh 
minister a formal reply to the porte’s 
note of several days ago which asked 
Greece to express her disapproval of 
the annexation agitation in Crete and 
formally to declare that she had ho 
ambitions regarding the island. 

The reply is a lengthy document. It 
protests formally against the com- 
plaints contained in the Turkish note 
and gives -instances of Greece's con- 
stant endeavor to maintain frank and 
friendly relations with Turkey and to 
draw closer the bonds uniting the two 
countries. It recalls the enthusiasm 
with which the Greek element in Tur- 
key worked for the triumph of the con- 
stitutional party there and points out 
that had Greece cherished the designs 
attributed to her she would have 
tried to profit by the trials and diffi- 
culties against which the new Turkish 
government has been contending. In- 
stead, the note declares, Greece has 
done and still wishes to do all in her 
power for the appeasement of Turkey 
and for peace. 

Then declaring that Greece can only 
leave the question of Crete to the pro- 
tecting powers and cenform to their 
decision, the note repeals the assur- 
ance that Greece, being in no way im- 
plicated in the annexation movement in 
Crete, will preserve the same correct 
and ‘loyal attitude that she has in the 
past. 

Turkey Advised to Be Moderate. 

Constantinople, August 9.—The Greek 
reply to the Turkish note concerning 
Crete has not yet been received by 
the Turkish government. 

The ambassadors of the four pro- 
tecting powers in Crete had inter- 
views today with the grand vizier and 
the foreign minister and advised mod- 
eration on Turkey's attitude toward 
the Greeks, 

The grand vizier gave the ambassa- 
dors his assurances on this point, but 
he pointed out the necessity of re- 
ceiving some satisfaction from Greece 
to calm the Turkish people. 

Te general feeling exists that the 
government is not enjoying a free 
hand in the matter, but is acting under 
the pressure of the committee of union 
and progress, which is showing a 
headstrong spirit and encouraging 
demonstrations in favor of a war with 
Greece.

Mrs. Sutton Says That Spirit 
of Son Told Her He Didn’t 
Kill Himself, but Was Mur- 
dered --- Bitter Epithets Ap- 
plied to Officers by Mrs. 
Sutton. 


Annapolis, Md., August §.—No sooner 
had Mrs. Sutton taken the stand today 
to testifWin the inquiry into the death 
of her son, Lieutenant James N. Sut- 
ton, United States marine corps, than 
Major Leonard, judge advocate, de- 
manded that the letters of Mrs. Sutton, 
read at the closed session of the board 
last Saturday, be read in public, along 
with the record of the whole meeting. 

“We have been accused of holding a 
star chamber sessions,” declared the 
judge advocate, “and, besides, there 
are sundry other mothers who are en- 
titled to know why their sons are ac- 
cused of murder.” 

A hot wrangle ensued. Lawyer Davis, 
counsel for Mrs. Sutton, did not offer 
an open objection to the reading of 
the letters, but he argued against the 
necessity of making them known, in- 
asmuch ag they had no actual bearing 
on the evidence in the investigation. 
The letters were four in number, and 
they were written to H. M. Swartz, a 
¢lerk in the marine corps paymaster's 
office in Washington, D. C., by Mrs. 
Sutton. . : 

Iu a Dramatic Manner. 

The court gecided that they be read. 

In the letters Mrs. Sutton, in a dra+ 
matic manner, declared that her son's 
companions conspired at Carvel hall to 
beat the young lieutenant; that Lieu- 
tenant Utley was the prime mover in 
the plans; that he, Adams and Oster- 
man set upon Sutton and beat him 
until he was almost dead, and that her 
son was shot to cover the “alleged 
vicious attack upon him. The letters, 
summed up briefly, might be described 
as the expression of Mrs. Sutton’s fix- 
ed beliefs as to the events incident to 
her son’s death, entirely aside from 
the question of the adequacy of the 
ground for such beliefs. 

They contained little that was really 
new, althcugh showing very bitter 
feeling on_her part against a number 
of the offic=rs of :he marine corps, and 
bristled with condemnation of Sut- 
ton’s brother officers, and the finding 
of the first inquest relative to Sutton’s 
death. 

Under the -c¢ross-eximination that 
followed Mrs. Sutton bore herself well? 

In her letters Mrs. Sutton frequently 
referred to young, officers accused by 
her as “low brutes.” 

All the letters were addressed to 
Harry M. Swartz, paymaster’'s office, 
United States marine corps, Washing- 
ton, D. C.. and asked if he was a 
friend of her son, to whom she could 
write to with confidence as to his 
sympathy. 

Son Came After Death. 
One letter described the receipt -of

LIABILITY BILL 


HAS CLEAR ROAD 


Passes House, and Out- 
look in Senate Is 
Favorable. 


The employers’ liability bill, design- 
ed for the protéction of men who daily 
risk life and ijmb in the operation of 
trains in Georgia, passed the house 
of representatives yesterday afternoon 
with practically no opposition.

Plan for a League Has Met

Washington, August .9.—The plan 
for the organization of a negro anti- 
tuberculosis league in the various 
states proposed recently by the United 
States public health and marine hos- 
pital service ( has met with a quick re- 
sponse. Already five state organiza- 
tions have been formed and the move- 
ment has received the endorsement of 
the last conference of the state and 
territorial boards of health. 

State leagues have been formed in 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina and Virginia. 

Branches of the state leagues are 
to be established in the various negro 
churches and the membership certifi- 
cates have printed on them informa- 
tion relative to the cause, prevention 
and cure of tuberculosis. 

The movement is mainly a campaign 
of education intended to check the 
progress of tuberculosis among the 
negro population, where the disease is 
said to be especially prevalent, 
threatening the race with decimation 
and constituting a serious menace to 
the whites with whom they come in

Councilman Wynn started a laugh 
when he offered to amend by including 
the custodian of the city hall, 
upon Councilman Harrison moved to 
table the motion. 

Councilman Curtis objected strenu- 
ously. He stated that it has been said 
in Atlanta papers that his proposed 
Ordinance is simply a “joker.” “It’s 
no joke, so far as I’m concerned,” he 
said, “and I object to resting under a 
‘joker,’ whatever that may be. We have 
put off this matter from time to time 
for the past three years and I think it 
is time it was settled.”

Colonel W. 8S. Phomsen’s Trihute. 

For nearly thirty-two years, from 
March, 1874, to January, 1906, I was 
the law partner of the late Mijton A. 
Candler; and as, both in life and death. 
his exalted character was ever, and is 
still, speaking to me, bidding me let 
all my aims be for God, my country 
and truth. I weuld fain have that 
character speak to others, especially 
the rising generation. 

His life was absolutely controlleg by 
prineiple--expediency did not count 
with him. 

His religious faith, as expressed by 
himself, was that of an assured trust 
in the atoning merit of the blood of 
our Lerd Jesus Christ, and ef the ever 
present help of the Holy Spirit to 
all seekers of His aid; and te this end 
his daily prayer was that he might 
“So live and love and trust as that 
when I come to die I may have nothing 
to do but te die.” He did not deubt 
the truth of God's word—he knew Him 
whom he trusted, ang it cheered and 
comforted him in every affliction. His 
life to the last was a glerious illus- 
tration of his belief—eonviction. With 
the full consciousness that he was 
failing in mind and body, he bore, with 
unusual patience hig affliction, and 
was constantly cheered by a faith in 
God, which had no questionings. 

His political faith will be best un- 
derstood from his own declaration of 
it in a letter which he wrote declin- 
ing a nemination for congressman from 
this district, after the adoption by the 
convention of a greenback platform. 
} That letter has had, in all the years 
since it was written, a marked in- 
fluence on my own political faith, and 
was as followa: 

“Barnesville, Ga., September 12, 
1878.“To the Delegates from DeKalb 
County, In the Barnesville Convention. 
Gentlemen: Do not allow my name to 
go before the convention for nomina- 
tion. I cannot accept a nomination 
accompanieg with the declaration of 
principles just made by the conven- 
tion. While I think the convention 
without authority to make a declara- 
tion of democratic principles, yet upon 
questions so vital to the success of the 
party, the public honor, and the busi- 
ness interests of the country, I can- 
not oceupy any equivocal position. I 
am a hational democrat, believing in 
the principles of the party as authori- 
tatively declared at the last national 
convention, and devoted to the suc- 
cess of the organization as a Means 
of establishing these principles in the 
administration of the federal govern- 
ment. 

“For the honor of a nomination for 
office or the possession of that office, 
I will not abandon the principles of 
my party, and in its name accredit doc- 
trines, the most distinguished exem- 
plars of which are the disturbers of 
public order and the enemies of our 
constitutional system of government. 
On the platform adopted, Butler of 
Massachusetts can stand, Butler of 
South Carolina cannot.

The bill seeks simply to put BES vec of railroads and other corpora- 
tions upon an even footing with individuals in the ordinary walks of Life, in 
the matter of securing compensatory damages for death by accident or disa- 
bility. Under existing conditions, an employee meeting death or maiming 
in railway or other accidents, may be unable to recover a penny’s damages, 
although it may be shown, that his negligence in the premises. was casual, 
partially unavoidable, or that he came to grief as the result of the neg- 
\Hgence of fellow-employees, in which his share was infinitesimal and his 
mptive-the beat. 

The principle is directly subversive of ordinary justice and of twentieth 
century ideals of the obligations of society to those of its members engaged 
in occupations that are inevitably hazardous. 

The senate has recently passed a measure that gives almost unlimited 
power to the railroads in the matter of eminent domain, allowing the car- 
riers wide latitude in condemnation proceedings looking to the rien Ig 
and shortening of their lines. 

It is only just now that it level the scales in a degree by according to 
the great army of railway and other employees the simple justice afforded 
in the. White bill. . 

There is nothing extreme or untried in the projected legislation. It 
merely aims to establish in Georgia a fundamental ethical principle already 
fully recognized by the federal and most of the state governments. 
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THE PROPHECY OF THE HARVESTS. 


The weekly financial letter of the Associated Press reports that ‘‘last 
week in the stock market saw prices carried to the highest average level 
touched since early in 1906, when the highest prices in the history of the 
New - York stock exchange were touched.’’ 

Viewed as a tolerably infallible portent, this development means that 
prosperity of great dimensions waits just around the corner. It is prosperity, 
also, sheared, or at least largely purged, of that baneful element of specula- 
tion and inflation that made recovery from the panic so difficult and pro- 
tracted a process. 

The nation has lost a little blood, but with it has come to its senses. 
Indications are plentiful that commercial ventures generally for the immed!- 
ate future will rest upon solid foundations, ignoring the short-cuts, the 
frenzied financiering and the ‘‘pyrdamidal’’ methods that sapped che powers 
of resistance of the bodies economic and industrial. 

Easily the most significant feature of the analysis is the repeated 
declaration that we see sunrise on the horizon by reason of the prophecy of 
the harvests. 

It is the likelihood that wheat and corn and cotton will fetch high 
prices, that they will bring into America a returning stream of gold from 
furope, that has inspired the men who finger the financial pulse of the na- 
tion to lay their designs for a series of fat years. 

At the last analysis, it is the American farmer that gives form and 
impetus to material well-being in this country. 

So long as Providence smiles upon his efforts, the political affiliations 
of the men who rule at Wasiington are matters of only relative im- 
portance. 
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THIS IS REUNITED: AMERICA, INDEED! 


Old Virginia, the stately ‘‘mother of presidents,’’ has sent to Wash- 
ington fine-wrought statues of George Washington and Robert E. Lee. Side 
by side, they are to go into the national hall of fame, there to look down 
during the decades upon’ the children of the men who fought at Yorktown 
and King’s Mountain, at Bull Run and Gettysburg, in Santiago Harbor and 
upon San Juan Hill. 

Regarding Washington, there had been no misgiving When Virginia 
gave his name in nomination, the nation hailed the ctoice as the only one 
compatible with historic accuracy. But the proposing of Lee brought uneasy 
questionings. The final test of the reconciliation of the sections came with 
the plan to place in the capital of the republic a statue of the man, after 
Jefferson Davis, most conspicuously identified with the great movement 
that for a time threatened the dissolution of that repubuitc. 

Within a few days, the two stautes will be unveiled, and this is how 
The Baltimore Sun, very accurately, expresses the sentiment of the country 
concerning the right of Lee to rest by the side of the first president: 


Today throughout the north not a protest ig heard against the 
acceptance of the Lee statue by the government. Instead of this, 
it is accepted with enthusiasm, as “erasing the last line of the civil 
war.” Ever since Appomattox the figure of Lee has been looming

Christian workers, which is mod- 
eled after the plans of Northfield, 
Montreat and Monteagle, and yet has 
the virtue of being “different.” 

The teaching of the Sunday school 
lessons is Mr. Stacy’s special work. 

Then they emphasize the study of the 
deep truths of the Bible, led by Rev. 
George E. Guille, of Augusta.

|BATTLE TO CURTAIL. 
POWER OF RECORDER: 
COMPROMISE | 


> 


The fight to curtail the powers of the 

recorder of the city of Macon waged 
before the senate corporations com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon resulted in 
a compromise. The committee will 
report the Hall bill favorably, with an 
amendnuient which limits the record- 
er’s power to fine to $250, instead of 
$500 as at present. The stockade fea- 
ture of the Hall measure is left 
changed, and, if the bill passes, the re- 
corder in future will not be able to 
seng people to jail for longer than 
thirty days. The limit of the record- 
er’s fine for contempt of court is made 
$200 or two days in jail. 

There was a numerous delegation 
here from Macon. to appear against the 
bill. Several Macon men favorable to 
the measure were also present, but 
they did not address the committee. 
The time of each side in the Macon 
case was limited to 15 minutes. This 
was afterwards extended to 25, when 
it was found how many people desired 
to be heard. 

Big Fime Is Necessary. 

The first man heard in opposition to 
the billx was J. E. Hall, a mem- 
ber of the Macon city county.; Mr. 
Hall disclaimed the idea that there was 
anything personal in the matter, or 
that the council was influenced by the 
newspaper controversy between Repre- 
sentative Joe Hill Hall and a Macon 
minister. He said it was not true 
that the recorder fined people $500 for 
petty offenses, such as spitting on the 
street, or that he had any such power. 
The power to fine $500 was never ex- 
ercised, except for violation of the pro- 
hibition law, and, in such cases, Mr. 
Hall said, it was necessary to impose 
so large a fine in order to have the 
law respected. 

R. F. Burton, the second speaker, 
said that the great masses of the peo- 
ple of Macon were opposed to the bill. 
Dr. O. F. Cook said that he represented 
five thousand Macon Methodists, and 
his friend, the Rev. T. W. Callaway, 
who was also present, represented an 
equal number of Baptists, practically 
all of whom were opposed to the Dill. 

Judge A. F. Miller said that he dif- 
fered with Mr. Hall that he had no 
right to appear before the committee 
in his capacity of mayor. He thought 
that he bad a right to appear in every 


matter affecting the welfare of his 
city. 
“Mr. Hall is not the only intelligent 


man in the city of Macon,” he declared 
“and these gentlemen have attended 
me up here to prove it. We have a 
constituency in Macon equal to any tn 
the state, and they are practically unit- 
ed in their opposition to this bill. The 
people who oppose prohibition believe 
in enforcing the law. We are not ask- 
ing for this power for the recorder for 
the purpose of enforcing the maximum 
penalty or working hardships.” 

There was a little passage of arms 
between Mr. Hall and Judge Miller 
when the Bibb representative took the 
‘floor that revealed very clearly the ex- 
tent of the feeling that has been 
aroused in the matter. 

Did Not Make the Claim. 

“T don’t claim to be the only .intel- 

ligent man in Macon because Judge 


un-f 


Muller is here,” began Mr. Hall. 

“I think that is true, Mr. Hall,” 
quickly retorted ths Macaw mayor. 

“IT am the man who opened the fight 
in Macon,” resumed Mr. Hall, “against 
the control of the city by bar rooms, 
I and my partner, Dupont Guerry, are 
the original prohibitionists in Macon. 
There is not a man in the city who 
has been in any way connected with 
me who has ever been in the liquor 
business. I have never derived a dollar 
from the business in any form.” 

r. Hall declared that the repre- 
sentatives represented the county of 
Bibb, and if they misrepresenetd them, 
the people could recall them within 
two years. Continuing, he said: 

‘It was only recently that my at- 
tention was called to the power of the 
recorder to fine or send to six months 
in jail. 
be willing to allow a justice of the 
peace to fine a man $500? And a re- 
corder is not an official of any higher 
rank. You have permitted one of your 
representatives to be denounced in un- 
measured terms. I] went home on Sat- 
urday, to find my own famfly humiliat- 
ed and almost in tears, because I had 
been villified in the city hall. 

“What does it all mean? Have the 
police courts? Has 
depended upon to convict in the face 
of proof? Is that the reputation you 
came up here to give to Macon? Il 
challenge any of you to go back home 
and announce that you are afraid to 
leave the administration of justice with 
Bibb county juries.” 

Mr. Hall put the question to several 
members of the delegation personally, 
but got no answer. 

You Have Blind Tigers. 

“As for blind tigers,” he went on, 
“IT tell you that you have them all 
over Macon, under your present sys- 
tem. It is becoming common talk 
throughout the state that it is as easy 
to get whisky in Macon as it is in 
Savannah, and, great God, what could 
be worse than that? Isn't it a rémark- 
able attitude that you present your 
people to the legislature in, when you 
tell them you are afraid to trust your 
own juries?’ 

Both Messrs. Ellis and Evans were 
heard for a few remarks. Mr. Ellis de- 
clared that he personally had convict- 
ed six persons for violation of the pro- 
hibition law in Macon. He didn’t be- 
lieve that a jury in Bibb county would 
fail to convict when the evidence war- 
ranting conviction was presented to 


them. 

Mr. Evers said that, while he op- 
posed the bill, he thought his col- 
league, Mr. Hall, had been represented, 
He had never had a doubt of Mr. 
Hall's integrity and honesty of pur- 

se.

BUNS. TELEPHONES 


The Empire’s March to 
Progress Requires 
Modern Tools. 


An American telephone system, with 
American instruments, switchboards, 
pable and appliances, is soon to serve 
the city of Pekin. The Chinese em- 
pire, though absolutely lacking in any 
such improvement up to today, has at 
last awakened to the need of a modern 
system of communication. In the face 
ef the most bitter competition with 
manufacturers from all parts of the 
world, the Western Electric Company, 
6,000,000 of whose instruments are in 
ese in the United States, has secured 


the contrast. 

These are to be government tele- 
phones, Before deciding on so mo-~- 
mentous a step the Chinese govern- 
ment sent officials to this country, in- 
vestigated, deliberated and delayed. It 
was not until Wednesday, August 4, 
that the Western Electric Company's 
export department received from Pekin 
a cablegram stating that the contract 
had been signed. 

Heretofore, almost nothing In the 
way of telephone development has been 
accomplished in China. There have 
been telephones in only a few of the 
cities, and these largely in the foreign 
quarters, which were served by small 
out-of-date systems. The two switch- 
boards sold by the Western Electric 
Company to the government are the 
first common battery boards in the 
entire empire, yet China has an esti- 
mated population of over 400,000,000. 
Our own country, with a population 
but one-fifth af large, has about six 
and a half million telephones and more 
than 1,000 telephone exchanges larger 
than the two intended for Pekin, be- 
sides fully 15,000 smaller switchboards 
installed in our smaller cities and 
towns. This gives’ some idea of the 
magnitude of the field still to be open- 
ed in the far east. 

Learning of the specifications for the 
proposed Pekin exchanges, the West- 
ern Electric Company Aent a special 
emissary to China. So did Siemens & 
Haiske, the great German concern; so 
did the Ericsson interests. It was an- 
other international invasion of China. 
The prize was well worth striving for, 
involving for the sucecssful company 
a foothold in a field entirely unde- 
veloped and promising wonderful 
things in the future. 

The upheaval in Chinese govern-

the capital city of Pekin. Last fall 
Mr. F. M. Dresing, foreign adviser to 
the board of communications, and Mr. 
Wu, secretary to the board, while on 
an American tour, visited the Western 
Electric Company and made known the 
intention of the Chinese government 
to develop the use of the telephone in 
the empire. Chinese commissioners 
visited this country, inspected the tele- 
phone plants of the large telephone 
manufacturers and made recommenda- 
tions to their government, which re- 
suited in the placing of the Pekin or- 
Ger with the Western Electric Com- 
pany. 

The order amounts to about $150,000 
and covers a complete telephone plant 
of the most modern type, including 
several hundred thousand feet of lead 
covered aerial and underground cable. 
The contract calls for complete dé- 
livery at Tien Tsin by February 3, 
1910, allowing but six months for 
manufacturing and delivering to the 
Chinese government. The work of in- 
Stallation~- will be done under the 
supervision of one of the Western 
Electric engineers, who will be sent 
to Pekin for that purpose. 

The American invasion of. Pekin re- 
calls the similar exploit of this com- 
pany in Paris last fall... When the 
Gutenberg exchange, handling the ser-. 
vice of the business section of the 
French capital, was burned down, 
European makers hesitated about sup- 
plying a new switchboard because of 
the time Hmit imposed by the govern- 
ment. It was a tremendous task, but 
the American company stepped into 
the breach and “delivered the goods.” 
The board was made at Hawthorne, 
just outside of Chicago, shipped across 
the country, conveyed to France and 
accepted, all within sixty days. It was 
an object lesson for foreign makers.

CHATTANGOGA 


House Passes Alexander 
Bill-eAuto Tax Bill | 
Defeated. — 


The resolution favorably reported by 
the house committee on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, authorizing the 
governor to purchase three tratts of 
land near the city of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., aggregating 69 acres, for the 
price of $69,000, was yesterday passed 
by the house by a vote of 152 to 7. 

Options on these tracts have al- 
ready been secured. One will expire 
on August 23, one in September, and 
the other in December. 

It was represented to the house that 
never hereafter will the state have 
such an opportunity to secure addi- 
tional terminal facilities in the city of 
Chattanooga. On one tract offered the 
state at $500 an acre it was said an 
offer had subsequently been made of 
$1,000 an acre. 

Should the state of Georgia again 
lease the Wegtern and Atlantic rail- 
road to the present lessee, the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
read, the additional land would not be 
so badly needed, as that road now 
has ample terminal facilities. But, on 
the other hand, if the state should 
make any other arrangement, larger 
space for terminals would be an im- 
perative necessity. 

Gives Access to River. 

The land on which options have been 
secured is situated along the right-of- 
way of the state road ang distant not 
more than three miles from the pres- 
ent passenger terminal. There is one 
tract of 30 acres, another of 40 acres 
adjoining it, and a third tract of 17 
acres adjoining the second. 

The property is to be used _ for 
switch yards ang freight yards, and 
will enable the state road to have ac- 
cess to the Tennessee river. The price 
of the 30-acre tract is $500 an acre, 
that of the 40-acre tract is $1,000 an 
acre, and the price fixed on the 17acre- 
tract is $14,000. j | 

In his argument in support of the 
committee resolution, Mr. Alexander, 
of DeKalb, said the city of Chat- 
tanooga was eager to extend a street 
through the state of Georgia’s prop- 
erty, which could not be done until the 
present lease expires. When the lease 
ends and this property reverts to the 
state, he estimated that it would be 
possible to erect renting property on 
the four or five-acre trace in the cgn- 
ter of the city of Chattanooga, ‘ich 
could be rented for more than the en- 
tire sum the state now receives for fs 
railroad property. He said the pro- 
ceeds from the lease of the _§ state’s 
railroad and city real estate holdings 
would pay all the expenses of the 
legislative, executive and judicial de- 
partments, and leave $100,000 to the 
credit of the state. ~ 

Arguments in favor of the measure 
were made by Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of 
Bibb, and Mr. Roberts, of Dodge. The 
only voice raised.in opposition was 
that of Mr. Heard, of Dooly, who 
characterized the scheme as a “delu- 
sion and a snare.” 

The measure was first considered in 
the committee of the whole house, 
with Mr. Kirby, of Coweta, in the 
chair. It was then reported back to 
the house, and passeg by a vote of 152 
to 7.

Automobile Bill Tabled. 

After lengthy debate on the bill of 
Mr. Boyd, of Spalding, to require all 
automobiles operating in Georgia to 
register with the secretary of state 
and secure a state number, the house 
failed by six votes of giving the meas- 
ure a constitutional majority. Later in 
the day there was a motion to recon- 
sider, which was passed by a vote of 
93 to 2. 

The measure as amended required 
all automobiles to register annually 
with the secretary of state and pay 
$3 for a license to use the roads of 
the state. The signs were to bear an 
inscription, with aluminum letters at 
least three inches square, containing 
the number, as “Ga. 9999.” 

The bill contains. restrictions on 
reckless driving; requires automobile 
drivers to stop at signals from those 
driving frisky animals; calls for 
slow speed on approaching sharp 
curves, embankments and bridges, and 
makes violation punishable as for a 
misdemeanor. 

Mr. Ault, of Polk, moved that the 
house reconsider the vote by which the 
automobile bill had been lost. 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, said he favor- 
ed the general purpose of the bill, but 
voted against it because of section 11 
relating to signals of distress. He 
showed that section 15 made any viola- 
tion of the provision of the law a mis* 
demeanor and sald: 

“If my wife should be driving along 
the highway and held up her hand 
when -an automobile approached to 
prevent her horse being frightened, 
the driver of that machine, if he be- 
lieves she had no reason for her action, 
could have her arrested for a misde- 
meanor.”

The finance committee of the senate 
was called together again yesterday 
to make final disposition of the gen- 
eral tax bill, aad in the meeting an 
effort made ta reconsider the com- 
mittee’s action in making a favorable 
report on the Algxander prohibition 
section, was defeated by a vote of 


8 to 6, 

Thus the bill went to the senate 
with a favorable report upon this sec- 
tion just as it was passed by the 
house. ° 

Chairman Slater of the finance com- 
mittee offered a substitute for the 
Alexander section, providing for a tax 
of $1,000 on manufactured and whole- 
sale dealers in near beer and $300 on 
retailers, and putting various restric- 
tions upon them, among others mak- 
ing them take an oath that they 
would not sell on Sunday, and pro- 
viding that they should keep open 
only between the hours of 6 a. m. and 
7 p..m 

Senator Mathews proposed to amend 
the near beer law, as passed at. the 
extra session of the general assembly 
last year 8o as to increase the tax the 
same as in the Alexander bill, and to 
prohibit the sale of near beer outside 
of incorporated cities and towns. 

These were discussed at some 
length, Senators Akin and Callaway 
strongly opposing reconsideration and 
Senators Slater and Mathews urging 
modifications in the measure. The lat- 
ter declared that while they were 
strong prohibitionists, they felt that 
the adoption of the Alexander bill 
would injure rather than aid the 
cause of prohibition, 

By the vote stated the Alexander 
prohibition bill was retained in the 
measure. 

Tax on Automobiles. 

The committee adopted a new sec- 
tion to the tax bill under which a uni- 
form tax of $5 is imposed upon every 
person in the state operating an auto- 
mobile, the tax to be levied and col- 
lected in the county of his residence 
and the proceeds to be applied by the 
committee to the improvement of its’ 
public roads.

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PASSAGE OF PROHI SECTION | 
BY SENATE MAKES IT LAW 


If the senate passed the Alexander 
prohibition section to the general tax 
act there is practically no doubt that 
it will become law. 

It appears that under the constitu- 
tion the governor has no authority to 
veto a section of the general tax bill, 
so he must either approve or disap- 
prove the entire measure. 

It is understood that in casual con- 
versation Attorney General John C. 
Hart takes this view, under paragraph 
16 of section 1 of article 5 of the con- 
stitution wherein the only exception 
made with regard to the use of the 
veto power relates to the appropria- 
tions bill. 

It is specifically stated that the gov- 
ernor may veto the whole of any single 
appropriation in the general appro- 
priations bill, but no such exception is 
made as to the general tax act or ar 
other measure. The conclusion is, 
therefore, that the general tax act must 
be passed upon as a whole. 


It is understood the attorney general 


Lp. 


will so advise the governor, showld 
the question be raised. 

While it is generally believed that 
Governor Brown would, under. his 
promise made prior to his election, vet» 
any measure proposing to make a 
change in the state prohibition law, it 
is manifestly clear that it would be out 
of the question for him to veto the 
entire general tax act in order to veto 
the prohibition legislation which it 
wil) contain if the Alexander amend- 
ment is finally enacted. 

To veto the general tax act would

IN SENATE TODAY 


Contested Sections Are 
“Yet to Be Acted On. 


Alexander Near Beer Section 
and the Coca-Cola and Soda: 
Fountain Sirup Tax Promise 
the Most Heated Contests of 
the Day. 


The senate spent practically the en- 

tire day yesterday on the general tax 
bill, but failed to dispose finally of any 
of those sections upon which there is 
serious contest. 
The Alexander near beer section, the 
coca-cola and soda fountain sirup tax 
and others upon which there ifs likely 
to be considerable discussion, went 
over until today, when they will come 
up at the morning session. 

The most vigorous and interesting 
discussion is expected on the prohibi- 
tion section, for which several amend- 
ments will be offered. 

One of these has been prepared by 
Senator Price, who states that while 
he is a prohibitionist, he believes the 
Alexander amendment will result in 
more harm than good to the prohibi- 
tion cause, bringing numerous blind 
timers into existence, 

Senator Price proposes to leave the 
amount of tax the same as in the bill 
passed at the extra session last sum- 
mer, to prohibit the sale of near beer 
anywhere except in an incorporated 
city or town and to make it possible 
for city and town authgrities to pro- 
hibit the sale of it by excessive license 
wherever they so desire. He will offer 
this amendment as soon as the section 
is reached. 

Matters Passed On. 

The sections adopted by the senate 
were chiefly those which were not 
contested. There was only one debate 
during the day, and that came upon 
the amendment of Senator Jackson to 
increase the tax on dealers in pistols, 
bowie knives and dirks from $25 to 
$100, which was finally adopted. This

New York, August 9.—Rains in the 
southwest gave the bears additional 
courage in the cotton market today. 
and prices were depressed to the low- 
est point they have reached since the 
publication of the August bureau, wit 
January at 11.79, or 91 points below 
the high level of last Monday. The 
market closed steady at a net decline 
of 16@19 points. 

' The opening was easy at a decline 
of 13@19 pointa in response to the 
wea kcables and the reports of rain in 
Texas over Sunday. The initial de- 
cline caught some large stop-loss or- 
ders; but the bear leaders appeared to 
be taking profits on part fo their 
lines, and fluctuations during the early 
session were irregular. The official de- 
tails of Texas weather, confirming the 
earlier reperts of rain from private 
sourcés, and th western belt forecast 
for partly cloudy to unsettled weather, 
encouraged bear pressure later, how- 
ever, and at the low point the market 
showed a net loss of 20@24 points. 
Covering caused a rally of 4 or 

points toward the close, but the un- 
dertone oontinued very nervous and 
unsettled. Local authorities did not 
consider that the rains reported, so 
far, in Texas would be of any material 
benefit to the crop, unless followed by 
further showers and lower tempera- 
tures, but the rains discouraged recent 
buyers. According to private cables, the 
Liverpool market was influenced by 
the rain reports an dfavorable crop 
accounts from other sections of the 
belt, but was sustained at the declin 
by continental buying.

Less was heard of surmise that 
has been prevalent since the reduction 
of the Union Pacific’s investment hold- 
ings of stocks became known, of the 
intended destination of the proceeds 
of these sales for reinvestment. Buy- 
ing of New York Central for Union 
Pacifi©c account has been a favorite 
conjecture of the speculative element, 
but it was nat heard today.

All Deliveries Below the 
Dollar Mark. 


Chicago, August 9*+—-Wheat prices 
broke nearly two cents on’ the board 
of trade today, folli@wing the publica- 
tion of the government crop report and 
all deliveries sold below the dollar 
mark. The reports indicated a total 
yield of winter wheat amounting to 
432,920,000 bushels, a much larger 


yield than Fess ad expected. The 
market closed weak, at almost the bot- 


tom at net declines of 1 1-8 to 1 5-8@' 
Corn closed steady, and oats ; 


1 3-4c, 
and provisions easy. 

The wheat market was inclined tv 
be weak all day, but little activity was 
manifested until the final fifteen min- 
utes, during which period there was 
general selling, based on the exceed- 
ingly bearish showing of the govern- 
ment statistics relating to the condi- 
tion of spring wheat, and to the total 
yield of wheat in this country. Ac- 
cording to the estimates made by the 
government's statisticians, the _ total 
yield of spring and winter wheat will 
be in the neighborhood of 718,900,000 
bushels, which, with one exception, Is 
the largest on record. The trade has 
been expecting a bearish report, but 
were not prepared for such a radical 
one. Prior to the publication of the 
report the market had been inclined 
to drag, owing to weak cables and a 
continuance of favorable weather con- 
ditions for the crop in this country 
and Canada. Trade during the great- 
er part of the day was confined 
chiefly to ‘‘scalping” operations  be- 
tween local professionals. During the 
day the September delivery sold be- 
tween 98 3-4c and $1.00 1-4. 
option, for the first time this season, 
sold below the dollar mark, the price 
at the bottom being 99 5-8c. The mar- 
ket closed weak, with September at 
98 7-8c. 

An official forecast of cooler weath- 
er for Illinois and Indiana took the 
edge off of the hot weather scare in 
the corn market, sentiment at times 
being quite bearish. The slump in 
wheat had a depressing effect late in 
the day. There was, also, considera- 
ble selling based on talk of liberal 
arrivals here tomorrow. Despite these 
factors there was quite free buying by 
country commission houses. The buy- 
ing was brought out by the excessive 
heat tn parts of. the corn belt. The 
market closed about steady, with prices
